Thero is no mors beautiful home in Omahn
than that of Mrs. Chavles Turmer, ot Thivty-
sixtteand Farnam steeets, Ocenpyfig 0 com-
maouding position at the top of the long in-
cline Farnam  street, with an tunob-
structed view of the surroundiog country, it
Is thie ideal of a rotired capitalist's restdenoe
Surrounded by beautiful grounds, which
slopy gently towand the streets on either siae,
bullt of durk ved pressed brick and Roman-
esquirin 1ts style of architecture, it completely
fills the eye, as it must pleaso the hoarts of
those who dwell thorein,

Completed in March last and occupied for
mor: than nine months, it is essentiully o
new house, one of the few handsotme 1nun-
stons which have been completed within the
year, And Friday evening 1t was thrown
opett to o large number of guesta,
muny of whom were treated to thelr first
glimpse of the interior, which is guite in
